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Abstract: 

An electromagnetic clutch has a rotor mounted on a rotation shaft such that it is not 
relatively rotatable, a hub mounted on the rotation shaft rotatably and slidably, an armature 
mounted on the hub via a plate spring and connectable to the rotor, a rotor presser mounted on 
the rotation shaft so as to press the rotor against the hub, a stator mounted rotatably on the rotor 
presser, and a coil installed inside the stator and that connects the rotor and the armature. An end 
of the rotation shaft on the rotor presser side has a shape of a plurality of legs in the 
circumferential direction, and a claw for preventing a driven shaft fi-om coming' out is provided at 
at least one of the plurality of legs. A stop member for positioning the hub is formed at an end of 
the outer circumference of the rotation shaft on the hub side. In addition, a stop member for 
positioning the rotor is formed in the middle part, and a stop member for positioning the rotor 
presser is formed at an end on the rotor presser side. An engagement part to which a driven shaft 
is engaged such that it is not relatively rotatable, is formed on the inner circumference of the 
rotation shaft. For assembly of the electromagnetic clutch, the plurality of legs on the rotor 
presser side of the rotation shaft are narrowed in the diameter direction. The hub, the rotor and 
the rotor presser are mounted in order, and the driven shaft can be inserted after the plurality of 
legs of the rotation shaft are restored. 
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
